This Power he gives unto the Pope. In our Solemn 
League and Covenant, there is as clear a limitation ſet 
ro our obedience. to the King. Alexander, great in Wit 
as well as Valour, tells us, that he had two Friends, Ephe- 
ſtion and Craterus, one of them, he ſaid, lov'd Alexander, 
che 'other lov'd the King ; but theſe Mea are reſolv'd 
not to love the King, if they cannot love Alexander : If 
bis Perſon does not pleaſe them, they will deſpiſe his 
. Office and Government. It was to Tiberius Cefar that 
Chriſt would have this Tribute paid : I ſhall not need to 
ſy any more of thar. |

ptoſper,' and leave Men rich. ''.- 


IV. Some limit their Obedience tothe time of cheir 
weakneſs and paucity in number, but when they are 
grown ſtrong and numerous, thenthey think-that Pro- 
vidence has given them a diſcharge ,- and that it were 
not only folly, but ingratitude againſt God, to be any 
longer ſubje&t. This Divinity was not known among 
the Chriſtians in St. Cyprian's time 5 Nemo noſtrum, quam. 
Vis nimins & copioſus eſtinoſter.populus, relutatur. ' Let 
us baniſh' all theſe limitations in 'our obedience 'to 
Kings ; and let every Soul be ſubjeft to the higher Powers, 
and that-under God is Ceſar's.

which was nothing, elſe but the taking of the Money 
from the- people by Faxes and Impolttions. The 
Text fhews us not only the cruelty: of thoſe Princes, 
but alſo how'dear our Money is >: He that takes. it from 
as, doth tear'our Flefh from ous Bones, and: breaks 
our Bones to ſuck ourthe Marrow. |

Tacitus tes us,that che Evils in Government are to 
be quietly born , Quemadmodum ſterilitatem , aut nimios 
imbres, &* nature mala: | know this ſeems to be cold 
comfort. Lec me preſent unco you lomething that is 
more pleaſing, by .celling you, that thoſe Moneys 
which, are given to a King, are like thoſe Vapours 
which.:aſcend from the! Earth ; and are curn'd into 
Clouds, which do. return- Showers' upon the Earth 
again.  -From him we enjoy our Poſleſſions in quiet ; 
a free open Sea; Peace within our Walls ; he 1s the 
Defender of our Lives, /as well as of owr Faith and Reli. 
gion. The people growing weary, and complaining 
of the Tax olomon had laid upon them, loſt cheir 
Religion; and Jeroboam provides two Calves for them 
to worſhip,as good efiough for thern who had no more 
wit ; the ſtory is to be-ſeen, 1 King. 12. Bur to 
ſpeak one word, more fit for your polite and gentle 
Ears, let me put you in mind, that Jeſus our Lord and 
Saviour did not. only pay the Tribute, but wrought a 
Miracle co doit, and wonld not uſe or diſpute his free- 
dom with them, Mat.

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'ney; give” to (Ceſar the Image of God; whith is' in 
Man, give to God ; give thy Money to Ceſar, and'thy 
ſelf to God. Thy Soul preſent tro God by hely Fear 
and Reverence, by ardent Love and -AﬀeCtion, by a 
juſt admiration of his glorious Excellencies, which no 
Tongue can ſpeak, no Heart conceive. Let thy Soul 
fervently aſcend to God: in theſe words of David, 
Plal.73- 25.

3- We muſt give to God our Life; from him we 
have received-it, Job 10. 12. Thor haſt granted me Life. 
This we mult give to God-by Obedience, ſerving him 
in holineſs and righteouſnels all the days of our life; 
This Life we mult give to God by a willing and chear. 
ful refignation of it, \when he ſhall» call. My time, 
faith David, # in. thy band. _ He can ſhut or open his 
- hand as it pleaſeth him : Whea he ſhuts it, he doth pre. 

ſerve it; when he opens it, it flies away. We muſt 
live in a readineſs to Benth David, Plal. 31.'6.' Into 
thine hand I commit my Spirit. It is a common Proverb, 
that Money hath no where a greater -value, than Where it is 
cond; our Soul is no where more dear and precious 
than in Heaven, before God,and his holy Angels, where 
it was created. Let us chearfully reign it unto him 
when. he ſhall call; and this not only by a natural 
and quiet Death, but by Martyrdom, it Providence 
ſhall cry us, and honour us fo far.

One would think a 
Man ſhould not do it, who hath received all things 
from him. - The people there did not think it pol- 
ſible for a Man to do it, and therefore they reply and 
diſpute, Where have we robbed thee * The her 1. is 
there given, In Tythes and Offerings.

This fin of Sacrilege was the fin of Adam in Para-. 
diſe ; let no Man wonder that it ſticks ſo cloſe unto 
our Nature: God reſerved to: himfelt one only Tree 
in Paradiſe, and commanded Adam not to eat of ic; 
and I verily. think that it was the firſt Fruit that Adam 
taſted :: God's reſerved Apple is faireſt -and ſweeteſt

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to. our Eye and Pallate. The World hath made too- 
much a ſport of this Sin. Dionyſius of Syracuſe, when 
he.rook a golden Robe from Jupiter Olympus, he added 
thisjeer to his Sacrilege, That it was too heavy for Summer, 
and too cold for Winter, therefore be put upen bim one of Wool, 
Which better fitted both Seaſons; and when he'had taken 
away the Cups and Crowns of Gold, which the Ima- 
ges. of their Gods held forch, heſaid, He took nothing 
but what they.offer'd him. Julian, when he robb'd and 
{poil'd the Chriſtians, made but a Jeſt of it, ſaying, 
Beati pauperes , Bleſled are the Poor; and ſome do 
think-at this day, that it were fit the Clergy ſhould be 
poor, as Chriſt.and his Apoſtles were. But I wonder 
what thoſe Men would do, when they ſhould hear us 
preach upon that Text, 1 Cor. 11. 1. Be ye followers of 


me, even as Talſo am of Chriſt , ſurely they would ſuffer 
us to go alone 1n the imication of his Poverty. 


Let us be ſerious, and tremble to rob God of that 
which is his ; let us ſet before us Acham in the time of 
the Old Law, and Ananias and Saphira in the times of 
the Goſpel: Their Sin was Sacrilege, their End was 
miſerable. ' 


Let us honour God again with our Subſtance, by 
giving Alms unto*the Poor, by building Churches 
where they are wanting, by repairing and beautify. 
ing them where they are decayed. Thus let us give

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ro'God ſome part of our Eſtates, from whoſe Good- 
nels andibounty we have received all. |

1. From the word Reddite, Render, I raiſe an uſe of 
Exhortation : If it bea rendering, not a giving, then it is 
a juſt Debt upon us, both to Ceſar and to God, and in 
all honeſty we are bound to pay our Debts. 


2. If you will read the Text with that word, Date, 
Give, as ſeveral Tranſlations do, from that I raiſe an 
ule -of DireQion; That -we part with Czſar's and 
God's Rights willingly, What is more free than Gift ? 
Hilarem datorem diligit ; God loveth a chearful giver : 
"That which is done otherwile, it is as not done. Quod 
rvoluntas non facit nen fit. 


3. Becauſe this a&t of Giving is difficult and un: 
pleaſing to our pinch'd-ſtary'd humours; from thoſe 
two words, Color and God, I raiſe an uſe of Encou- 
ragement.
